Voices at Town Hall may 
influence key decisions

Telereg and registration priorities will 
come under scrutiny at the first Town Hall 
meetings called for Nov. 19 at 7:30 p.m. 
and Nov. 22 at 12:30 p.m. in Begbie 159 
(see poster above). 

Students are encouraged to attend these 
open forums, which are being called by 
Vice-President Academic Dr. Samuel 
Scully (Classics). 

The Town Hall concept was explained 
to The Ring by Assistant to the V-P 
Academic Dr. John Greene (French) 

“Dr. Scully has been anxious to get 
students higher on the agenda of the 
University. He is calling a Town Hall 
meeting as a way to give students a more 
direct voice in what goes on. In part, these 
meetings are a tryout to find out if such 
meetings can help improve the quality of 
life at the University,” says Greene. 

“It is important to emphasis how new 
this kind of meeting is and how important 
it is to make it work, because it could be a 
powerful tool for democratizing the 
University." 

“The idea is to find out if we can see 
any kind of real consensus among students. 
If such a consensus is seen it will have a 
real influence upon the way decisions are 
made.” 

Registration and related topics meetings 
are expected to raise lively debate at the 
first meetings. The UVic Students’ Society 
(UVSS) is “very strongly” in favour of 
retaining the lottery system of registration 
placement while a number of faculty 
members “want only the Grade Point 
Average (GPA) to be taken into account,” 
Greene says. 


Currently, registering students are 
divided into two groups according to their 
grade point average. Those with GPAs of 7 
and up have priority in selecting courses of 
their choice. Everybody else goes accord¬ 
ing to the “luck of the draw” lottery system 
beginning with fourth year students who 
receive priority in obtaining courses, 
followed by third year and then second 
year students. 

It was “fairly rare,” but there were some 
horror stories this fall of some students 
finding they could not get into a single 
course they wanted, says Greene. The 
worst affected for the past few years, he 
adds, have been transfer students from the 
colleges that are slow-sending transcripts. 
The context that the registration process is 
operating within is a difficult one, but 
registration is a critical process in allocat¬ 
ing resources. The objective of the Town 
Hall meetings is to make the process as fair 
as possible under the present circum¬ 
stances, emphasizes the Assistant to the V- 
P Academic. 

“The University is overcrowded and 
there will be unsatisfied people at registra¬ 
tion, but we hope we can make some 
improvements,” says the professor of 
French who has taught at UVic for 23 
years. “We have had a lot of problems with 
priorities and perceptions of registration 
unfairness.” 

New buildings on campus will help 
“somewhat” in alleviating course registra¬ 
tion pressures. But, the faculty/student 
ratio is “terribly high” and must be im¬ 
proved in order for all registration prob¬ 
lems to be corrected, Greene says.

The Honourable 
Andrew Petter heads 
for Legislature 

Law prof wants another round of talks on the Constitution

Just days before British Columbia’s new 
NDP government introduced its cabinet to 
the province at University Centre (see 
story page 2), Andrew Petter was cleaning 
out his office in the Begbie building and 
explaining to persistent callers why he 
can’t comment on reports he would be a 
cabinet member. (Petter was appointed 
Minister of Aboriginal Affairs on Nov. 5.) 

“That’s just media speculation,” he said 
in mock seriousness to the person at the 
other end of the line. “I can’t comment on 
it. You’ll just have to wait until Nov. 5. 
Sorry Dad.” 

Petter is quickly learning about the 
unusual pressures that follow a successful 
campaign as one of his party’s higher- 
profile candidates. The new MLA for 
Saanich South and Associate Law Profes¬ 
sor says that he’ll miss teaching at UVic 
and that he doesn’t intend to completely 
cut his ties to the University. 

“I’ll still be associated with the institu¬ 
tion,” he explains. “I was on leave 
throughout the campaign, and I will 
formally apply for political leave while I 
serve as an MLA, but I still hope to 
participate in classes from time to time on 
a volunteer basis. It will be a good oppor¬ 
tunity to test some ideas.” 

Ideas are never in short supply for 
Petter. He has frequently written papers 
and articles about constitutional law and 
Canada’s Charter of Rights, but his 
interests go beyond the ongoing debate 
over Canada’s constitutional future. Petter 
wants to play a “constructive role” in 
shaping new provincial policy affecting 
aboriginal rights and forestry. 

“We have to create more jobs from less 
timber,” he says. “Washington state gets 
three times as many jobs as we do for the 
same amount of wood cut. I’d like to see 
more environmentally-ffiendly logging 
practices and move to more value-added 
products. I’d like to see a percentage of 


logs cut go to a log market where people 
other than the large forest companies can 
bid on them.” 

It was his concern over the environ¬ 
ment—particularly the environment near 
his home—that convinced Petter to run as a 
candidate. “I was upset at how the Pat Bay 
highway project was being pushed 
through,” he says. “That got me to the 
boiling point” 

Petter, 38, was bom in Victoria. He 
received his law degree from UVic, 
collecting several scholarships in the 
process, and earning the Law Society of 
B.C.’s Gold Medal for attaining the highest 
aggregate marks in the law program. The 
following year he received his LLM at 
Cambrige University, winning the 
Emmanuel College Prize for attaining first 
class honours in his examinations. 

He returned to Canada to article with the 
Saskatchewan Department of Justice and 
then work as a crown solicitor before 
moving to Osgoode Hall Law School at 
York University to be Assistant Professor. 
Petter joined the UVic Faculty of Law in 
1986. 

Although he hopes to make his political 
mark in areas outside constitutional debate, 
Petter knows, that it will continue to require 
much attention from politicians, especially 
those with constitutional law expertise. He 
wants to see the public given a more active 
role in deciding Canada’s future and is 
optimistic Canadians have the patience and 
the energy for another round of consulta¬ 
tions on the Constitution. 

“I think they still want to have input,” 
says Petter, “if they think that they will be 
listened to. I think people are tired of 
pseudo-consultations. The challenge will 
be to set up a process for consultation on 
the substance of the current proposals and 
do it in time for the province to have 
meaningful input to the federal position.” 
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Students looked on as visitors thronged the University Centre lobby and 
Auditorium during the cabinet swearing- in ceremony of the new provincial 
government on Nov. 5.

UVic site of historic Government ceremony 


The University Centre auditorium was 
filled to capacity Nov. 5 when officials, 
members of the media and invited guests 
gathered to observe the cabinet swearing- 
in ceremony of the new provincial govern¬ 
ment 

In a break with tradition, at the request 
of Premier Mike Harcourt, the ceremony 
was moved from Government House to the 
1,200 seat auditorium. In his address to 
the cheering, clapping crowd Harcourt 
thanked His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor David Lam for his approval of 
the public installation ceremony and 
UVic’s boards, president and staff “for 
opening up their campus to British 
Columbians on this historic day.” 

“It’s symbolic we gather here at the 
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University of Victoria where young people 
are challenged by new thinking, and they 
in turn challenge our province to be open- 
minded and open-hearted,” he continued. 

The late morning ceremony began with 
a performance by the University of 
Victoria Chamber Singers, under the 
direction of Dr. Bruce More. The an¬ 
nouncement of their final selection, “Lord, 
I Know I Can Change,” prompted laughter 
and applause from the audience about to 
witness the swearing-in of the first NDP 
government in 16 years. 

In his address to the new executive 
council the Lieutenant-Governor said the 
“people of British Columbia will benefit 
greatly and appreciate your promise to 
provide open and hard-working govern¬ 
ment” 

He congratulated the Liberal leader of 
the opposition, Gordon Wilson, while 
reminding him of his promise to be a 
constructive and positive opposition and 
said to the remaining MLA’s, “Some of 
you are old friends. I thank you for your 
dedication... and your commitment to 
serve the people of British Columbia. 

Eighteen cabinet ministers were sworn 


in—five of them from Vancouver Island 
and one of them from the UVic faculty. 

Associate Law Professor Andrew Petter 
is now the Honourable Andrew Petter, 
Minister of Aboriginal Affairs. In inter¬ 
views with the media following the 
ceremony, Petter told reporters that his first 
priority is to produce a government 
response to the land claims task force. 

The other Vancouver Island MLA’s in 
the cabinet are: the Honourable Colin 
Gablemann, Attorney General, the Honour¬ 
able Elizabeth Cull, Minister of Health and 
Minister responsible for Seniors, the 
Honourable Moe Sihota, Minister of 
Labour and Consumer Services and 
Minister responsible for Constitutional 
Affairs and the Honourable Robin 
Blencoe, Minister of Municipal Affairs, 
Recreation and Housing. 

Rounding out the cabinet are: the 
Honourable Anita Hagen, Deputy Premier 
and Minister of Education and Minister 
responsible for Multiculturalism and 


Human Rights, the Honourable Tom Perry, 
Minister of Advanced Education, Training 
and Technology, the Honourable Bill 
Barlee, Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food, the Honourable David Zimhelt, 
Minister of Economic Development, Small 
Business and Trade, the Honourable Anne 
Edwards, Minister of Energy, Mines and 
Petroleum Resources, the Honourable John

Illuminating lecture

Theatre patrons may come away from a 
performance raving about the perfection of 
a ballet dancer’s arabesque, the emotion in 
a tenor’s aria or the strength of an actor’s 
soliloquy. Yet subtly influencing the 
impact of all these theatrical highlights is

the ever-present stage element of lighting. 

“Lighting is the most ephemeral aspect 
of theatre,” said lighting expert Michael 
Whitfield to a noon-hour Lansdowne 
lecture audience in the Roger Bishop 
Theatre Nov. 7. “Costume and stage 
designers can show people what they do. 
Lighting is difficult to capture. It is the last 
element you add to a show.” 


Whitfield, the head of lighting design 
for the Stratford Festival and the Canadian 
Opera Company, did manage to capture the 
essence of his acclaimed work in a series 
of slides he showed as part of his presenta¬ 
tion. Many featured productions on the 
Stratford Festival stageand at 
Toronto’s O’Keefe Centre. 

“Ballet and opera are 
wonderful to light,” he ex¬ 
plained, “because the music is 
a cue device. It tells me a lot 
about the speed of transition 
and the quality of light. Plays 
are much different” 

Whitfield has used the old- 
fashioned technique of foot¬ 
lights to give a new look to the 
Kit Kat Club in Caberet and 
strung ordinary mini Christmas 
tree lights to achieve the look 
of stars in a production of 
Madame Butterfly. Whatever 
the design at Stratford, 
Whitfield must be able to 
change it to meet the needs of 
another production in less than 
an hour in order to operate 
within the Festival’s repertory 
schedule. 

Whitfield graduated from 
UVic with a BA in 1967. He 
received his MA from 
Villanova University in 
Pennsylvania in 1970. 
Whitfield frequently works 
with his wife, set and costume 
designer Susan Benson, on productions, 
but the couple just as frequently works 
apart. 

“Our year-round home is in Stratford,” 
he explains, “but we’re actually there only 
six months out of the year. You’re always a 
gypsy.” 

Whitfield’s peripatetic lifestyle brought 
him to UVic for two weeks, where, besides 
giving his lecture, he acted as a guest 
instructor at every level of theatre classes. 

“I’m trying to share my background and 
expertise with the students and give them a 
feeling for what the business is like,” he 
said shortly before returning to Eastern 
Canada. 

Whitfield’s stay was, according to 
Assistant Theatre Professor Allan 
Stichbury, “an extraordinary Lansdowne 
visit.”

Geraldine McGuire 
goes to Ottawa 


Local 951 remains home base for former Bookstore employee

Geraldine McGuire has been elected 
National Secretary Treasurer of the 
Canadian Union of Public Employees. In 
her new job, based in Ottawa, McGuire 
will be active in the overall concerns of the 
406,000-member national organization, as 
well as being responsible for the books. 

On Nov. 4 McGuire paid a visit to 
UVic, where she continues to pay her 
union dues to CUPE local 951. She left her 
employment at UVic three and one-half 
years ago in order to concentrate on her 
union responsibilties. A few months before 
being elected to the national CUPE 
exective she had been re-elected to her 
second term as President of the B.C. 
Division of CUPE. 

McGuire started working at UVic in 
1981 in the special orders department 
(trade section) of the UVic Bookstore. She 
had been a shop steward for CUPE local 
951 for only three months when Liliane 
Morgan (University Extension) completed 
her term as President of CUPE local 951. 
Morgan suggested to McGuire that she 
should stand for president. 

“I would never have thought of running 
myself if Liliane hadn’t suggested it,” 
McGuire told The Ring, when she and 
Morgan met for lunch during the national 
union exective’s visit to UVic. 

“We’re all very proud of Geraldine,” 
emphasized Morgan at their meeting, at 
which the two showed obvious delight at 
seeing one another for the first time in the 
past year. 

With this fall’s executive elections, 
CUPE has become the first major national 


union to be represented by two women— 
McGuire and newly-elected president Judy 
Darcy (who succeeds Jeff Rose, now 
intergovernmental minister in the Ontario 
provincial cabinet.) 

While working in Victoria McGuire 
became involved with the Vancouver 
Island District Council and then became 
the president of Victoria and District Labor 
Council. She, so far, has been the Council’s 
only woman president in its 100-year 
existence. 

Pay equity and racism, over and above 
bargaining concerns, will be the main 
concerns tackled by the CUPE national 
organization in the next few years,” says 
McGuire. 

The national organization has just hired 
a full-time co-ordinator to deal with racism 
and minorities. One of the resolutions 
passsed at the union’s national convention 
held in October, in Winnipeg, was to have 
a racism committee in each of the provin¬ 
cial divisions, McGuire says. 

These concerns combined with “fight¬ 
ing against the effects of the Free Trade 
Agreement” add up to “lots of work out 
there to do,” says the national union 
executive. 

McGuire will keep in close touch with 
Victoria as she takes onher national post. 

“My home is Victoria, but I work out of 
Ottawa,” she explains. This [UVic] is my 
base. I still pay my dues to the local. My 
home is here. My husband, and animals, 
are here. But, I work out of Ottawa.”

THE UNIVERSITY CIN 


The University Centre Auditorium, opened 
in September 1978, is part of the $8 million 
dollar University Centre Complex 
designed by Wade Williams Partnerships. 
The unique surround hall shape was the 
first of its kind built in Canada. It provides 
excellent acoustics and sightlines from all 
seats and creates an atmosphere of inti¬ 
macy and participation that promotes 
action and reaction between audience and 
performers. Built primarily for choruses, 
orchestras and smaller musical groups, 


the Auditorium is also suitable for opera, 
ballet, film and speech arts. 

The Auditorium seats 1,233 people, 182 
of the seats are chorus seats, each fitted 
with a loudspeaker to ensure quality 
sound. Each row was built one foot further 
back than conventional to give maximum 
leg room and passerby space. 

The Auditorium was designed to reflect 
and project sound as much as possible. 
The twenty-one tapestries, designed by 
Carol Sabiston, that encircle the hall and

the cedar wood clouds above the stage can 
be adjusted to suit the acoustical needs of 
individual performers. 

The Auditorium features a 12mx15m 
oak stage with an orchestra pit that can 
accommodate 25 to 40 musicians. Back- 
stage there are dressing rooms, a warm-up 
room and a green room. High quality 
in-house sound and lighting equipment 
enhance all performances. The technical 
staff and ushers ensure that every event is 
professional. 


The Centre also houses administration 
offices, Senate meeting rooms, restaurant, 
lounge and the Maltwood Art Museum and 
Gallery. The Maltwood Art Museum and 
Gallery is open during most major Audito¬ 
rium events. 

The facilities accommodate handi¬ 
capped people. There are elevators from 
the parking lot into the Centre and a num¬ 
ber of wheelchair seats in the Auditorium.

Conducting research involving human 
subjects—or even requesting information 
or opinions from people by means of a 
survey—can raise complex ethical ques¬ 
tions. Since October 1970, UVic’s Com¬ 
mittee on Research and Other Activities 
Involving Human Subjects has been 
working to ensure that such activities by 
University faculty, staff, and students are 
conducted so as to protect the subjects’ 
privacy, confidentiality, and rights to know. 
UVic’s Policy Guide on Research requires 
that all University personnel receive 
approval from the committee before 
undertaking any such activities involving 
human subjects. 

Over the years, the number of research 
proposals reviewed by the committee has 
increased significantly, says Dr. Elaine 
Limbrick, Associate Dean of Research and 
Chair of the committee. Currently, the 
committee receives between 200 and 300 
requests for approval annually. Limbrick 
attributes the increase to the institution of 
new programs at UVic and the growing 
interest in research involving human 
subjects. 

Every faculty member receives the 
Faculty Handbook, which contains the 
regulations pertaining to research involv¬ 
ing human subjects. Faculty members, in 
turn, are responsible for informing their 
students of these regulations when direct¬ 
ing student research. The regulations apply 
equally to administrative and professional 
staff conducting surveys and using other 
information gathering techniques in the 
course of their duties. 

University guidelines state that human 
subjects must be informed about the 
precise nature and purpose of the activity 
and the researcher must obtain the sub¬ 
jects’ informed consent The subjects’ 
rights to privacy and confidentiality must 
also be ensured. In the case of research on 
those under 19 years old, the consent of 
parents or guardians must be obtained. 

The Committee on Research and Other 
Activities Involving Human Subjects 
consists of the Associate Vice-President, 
Research, or nominee; the University 
Solicitor; and the Director of Student 
Health Services. Limbrick, as the Associ¬ 
ate Vice-President’s nominee and commit¬ 
tee chair, conducts workshops in various 
research departments outlining the theory 
behind the regulations, and she advises 
researchers who apply for research ap¬ 
proval. Approval takes approximately eight 
weeks. Limbrick says most applications 
are approved with modifications to con¬ 
form to the University’s guidelines.

A page of the article was devoted 
to photographs and diagrams of the building, em¬ 
phasizing the use of parallel-strand lumber to manu¬ 
facture the exposed beams in the centre’s multi¬ 
purpose room and lobby. Parallel-strand lumber is 
clipped into veneer strips before it is combined with 
phenolic resin, creating a product stronger than 
most laminated products. 
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
